Originally from Brixworth, a village near 
Northampton, Jake, 21, attended Moulton Col¬ 
lege as part of the Rugby Academy before moving 
to Lyme Regis in 2012. 

He now lives right by the beach and works at 
Boylos watersports shop on Marine Parade. 


• HOW did you get involved with Lyme Regis Oper¬ 
atic Society's production of "Marne"? 

I was in a play in January that Jenny Wiles directed for 
the Between Courses theatre group/The LostWorld"at 
the Marine Theatre. Nicky Sweetland from the Operatic 
Society asked whether I might be interested and I fig¬ 
ured I would give it a try. 

• TELL us about your role in the production... 

Marne travels with her 
love in the middle of the play and when she returns, 
Patrick is all grown up - that’s where I come in. I’m torn 
between an upper class sophisticated life with my fi¬ 
ancee and a life of enjoyment with my Auntie Marne.

• WHAT do you enjoy about performing on the 
local stage? 

It puts me out of my comfort zone. I’ve not been on 
stage since I was at school and then I did the two Be¬ 
tween Courses performances and now "Marne". I love a 
challenge, although normally it’s in sport. It’s great to 
try new things, you never know how much fun you can 
have until you try. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about working at Boylos? 

Working at Boylos is a dream for me. For as long as I can 
remember, growing up I always wanted to work in a surf 
shop and live by the sea. Now I do! There is a great wa¬ 
tersports scene here and I am really trying to promote 
it. My view from the "office” each day is to die for and 
the people I meet are great. There’s not really much to 
dislike! 

• HOW did you get into watersports? 

My grandfather takes the credit for my life in the water. 
Way back in the 1960s and 70s he was shaping surf¬ 
boards in his back garden in Northampton. He obvi¬ 
ously got my dad into it and, between the two of them, 
they have introduced me and my siblings to surfing, 
windsurfing, kayaking, sailing, swimming, waterpolo 



and more. Nowadays, I teach paddle boarding and 
windsurfing and do both of them myself, plus surfing 
and body boarding when the waves and wind are right. 


• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I pretty much live on the water but I love skateboarding 
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on my longboard to and from work and cruising with 
the local skate kids. I also mountain bike in the sum¬ 
mertime, it’s a great way to get outside and away from 
the crowds. 


# WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

I really like the community feeling that Lyme Regis has, 
it’s the biggest selling point for me. Of course, the 
coastline is fantastic too! 


• WHAT do you think the town is missing? 

The skatepark is what's missing in Lyme, it will be great 
when it’s built. People don’t realise what a massive in¬ 
fluence a skatepark can have on a community - some¬ 
where to go and chill and enjoy yourself without 
annoying people on the pavement is going to be great! 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would sort my parents and grandparents out with an 
awesome home and pay their bills. They've given me 
everything I have today so I would really want to give 
them twice as much back. I'd also throw money at the 
skatepark and make it awesome and I would pay to 
build an artificial reef in the bay that would work on the 
prominent south-westerlies we get here in Lyme. Head 
high barrels in front of the shop, that would be so cool! 

• WHERE'S your dream holiday destination, and 
why? 

My dream holiday would be south west France through 
September. The surf is huge there that time of year and 
the water and air is warm.

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Teenager punched by phone robbers 


A TEENAGE boy was punched in the face by a 
man who demanded his phone. 

Police say the incident happened in the Broadwey 
area of Weymouth at 7.40pm on March 25th in 
Jesty’s Avenue. 

The 16-year-old was walking towards the bus 
stop while looking at his phone when he was 
stopped by a man who demanded that he hand the 
phone over. 

As he tried to grab it the teenager quickly put the 
phone in his pocket. The offender then punched 
him in the face but the victim fought back before 
being punched by another man. 

Both offenders walked away in the company of a 
woman and they are believed to have left the scene 
in a car which was parked nearby. No arrests have 


been made. 

The first offender is described as white, in his 
late teens, of stocky build and approximately six 
feet tall with short black hair. 

The second man is described as white, in his late 
teens or early twenties, of slim build and about five 
feet eight inches tall. He was mostly clean shaven 
apart from a small beard and he was wearing a 
black cap and a blue top. 

PC Jo Blackmore, of Weymouth Police, said: 
“This was a nasty attack on a young man while he 
was walking alone. 

“Not only does he have some minor facial in¬ 
juries, he also was left considerably shocked. I urge 
anyone who witnessed this attempted robbery or 
anyone with information about men matching the 


description to call Dorset Police in confidence as 
soon as possible. 

“In particular I would like to speak with the 
woman the offenders were with when they left as 
she may be able to help us determine exactly what 
happened. She is described as approximately 18- 
years-old and had blonde hair. 

“A man was walking his dog in the area at the 
time and spoke to the victim shortly after the inci¬ 
dent enquiring how he was - I urge him to come 
forward as he may have details that can assist with 
the investigation.”

Chalet users air views at drop-in session 



CONTROVERSIAL proposals to sell 
off 107-council-owned chalets at Green- 
hill were featured at a drop-in session in 
Weymouth. 

The cash-strapped authority also wants 
to sell the Pebbles Cafe, public toilets 
and a variety of recreational facilities 
such as tennis courts and a putting green. 

Selling the chalets, some of which are 
Grade II listed buildings, for a business 
to run would bail Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council out of paying nearly £1 mil¬ 
lion in remedial works to tackle 
“significant” surface corrosion of the 
chalets’ steel reinforcement. 

The council says it can’t afford the bill, 
but the sell-off proposal has been angrily 
attacked by chalet owners who say they 
feel “betrayed” by the council. 

One chalet owner at the drop-in said: 
“Like the harbour, the council just hasn’t 
bothered to maintain the chalets prop¬ 
erly. 

“If a private business takes over the 
chalets then Weymouth people will be 
priced out of the market because the 
chalets will be let to people from London 
and Bristol, outside the area. 

“That would be a crying shame be¬ 
cause chalets have been something local 


people have always had a chance to 
own.” 

A new operator could invest long term 
and improve the quality of chalets and 
recreational facilities, says the council, 
so it held two drop-in sessions at the 
Mulberry Centre to consult residents on 
their views which will be reported back 
to the council’s management committee 
this summer. 

If councillors agree to go ahead then 
the chalets could be marketed soon af¬ 
terwards with the sale completed by Oc¬ 
tober 31st. 

But any operator taking over the 
chalets must cope with corrosion, damp 
and cracking problems which are so se¬ 
vere that, if no action is taken, then all 
the Grade II chalets will have to be tom 
down and replaced. 

Just the current bill for a cathodic pro¬ 
tection process to halt corrosion for 25 
years while maintenance is ongoing 
stands ominously at £885,000. 

Objectors claim council plans for a 
sell-off breach a 1902 Deed of Gift by 
Sir Frederick Johnstone who gave the 
town the current gardens and playgarden 
provided the council maintained them. 

But the council points out that the bulk

of chalets are outside the gift land and 
that in any case future maintenance of 
the entire site could be controlled 
through lease terms. 

Weymouth and Portland head of es¬ 
tates Greg Northcote said: “We know 
that people have obvious concerns be¬ 
cause of the high attendance for public 
meetings about the chalets, so these 
drop-in sessions were designed to let 
people have their say and give them in¬ 


formation through a series of displays. 

“Their views will then be collated in 
coming months before the council 
reaches a final decision.”

Tourists offered bird's 
eye view of Weymouth 

A BIRD'S eye view of the whole Weymouth area 
will be on offer when a new attraction opens in 
town. 

Treetop Tours will be offering people a chance to 
sit in a motion simulator while a pilot flies a heli¬ 
copter drone all over Weymouth with live pictures 
being transmitted back to the simulator. 

Owner Alex Mather said: "People will be able to 
talk to the pilot and ask questions about what 
they are seeing while experiencing both the flight 
motion and views. 

"Up to 14 people can be seated at any one time 
and each ride is five minutes long with each cus¬ 
tomer able to see their own personal flight on the 
Internet moments later. 

"We are looking to run four flights an hour and 
all our pilots are Civil Aviation Authority accred¬ 
ited." 

Mr Mather has already held talks with Weymouth 
and Portland council about the idea and said:"We 
are working together to get this new project 
started as soon as possible, hopefully this summer. 

"Visitors will also be able to to try out our second 
attraction which features a Journey through Space 
dodging space pirate and asteroids which is a gen¬ 
tler ride for parents with young children. 

"There will also be a full family adventure, an 
oddball comedy following the slapstick adven¬ 
tures of a Zeppelin pilot who can jump through 
portals to different places on Earth. 

"Two other adventures include children follow¬ 
ing the flight of a Rainbow ladybird or being en¬ 
tertained by giant fighting robots. 

"We have sourced material for our first season, 
but we will be looking to employ local people to 
create material for future seasons. 

"We believe that commercial unmanned aerial 
vehicles have abgreat future and I personally 
would like to see Weymouth get a piece of that."

booked them but we cannot confirm 
the Red Arrows for carnival until we can 
confirm £12,000 in support and sponsor¬ 
ship for carnival from local businesses. 

“We must know we have the finance to 
pay for the Red Arrows and the deadline 
to achieve this is May 31st.” 

She added that fundraising was not to¬ 
tally reliant on donations from busi¬ 
nesses and there was also a variety of 
fundraising events by members from 
charity abseiling to a special golden 
ticket event.

Police warn of email scam 


OFFICERS are advising the public to be wary of emails 
purporting to be from the National Institute for Health 
and Care Excellence (NICE). 

Thousands of people nationwide have been targeted 
by hoax emails, claiming to be from NICE. 

The email informs them that as a result of a recent 
blood test, cancer was suspected and they should con¬ 
tact their GR 

The recipients are advised to download their results 
from an attached link, which may contain malware that 
displays a false security warning to entice the victim to 
buy rogue anti-spyware products. 

Inspector Pete Little, of Bournemouth and Poole CID, 
said: “This type of hoax email can be very distressing 
for the victim. 

“Currently, there haven’t been any reports of this hoax 
to Dorset Police but I would still urge people to be wary 
of emails of this nature. 


“If you receive one, delete it and don’t download the 
attachment as it is likely to contain malware. 

“In any case, email attachments should always be 
checked carefully. 

“Anti-Vims products can help to keep your computer 
safe and should be used to check your security regu¬ 
larly. 

“If you have further concerns, you could always take 
your computer to a local security specialist. 

“We urge people to delete any emails they receive 
like this and report them to police by calling Action 
Fraud on 0300 123 2040.”

Wildlife Trust welcome news badger 
cull will not be rolled out in Dorset 


DORSET Wildlife Tmst 
has welcomed the news 
that the Badger cull will 
not be rolled out to 
Dorset. 


“The failure of the pilot 
culls in Somerset and 
Gloucestershire, which 
were met with strong 
public opposition, has 


strengthened the need to 
explore alternatives to 
badger culling,” said a 
Wildlife Trust statement. 

“In March, a debate in 


the House of Commons 
saw 219 MPs vote in 
favour of the Govern¬ 
ment to drop culling, 
with only one who voted 
against the motion.” 

The trust believes there 
are more effective and 
reliable ways of control¬ 
ling the disease, such as 
better biosecurity, badger 
vaccination and, in the 
long term, cattle vaccina¬ 
tion. 

DWT’s Director of 
Conservation, Imogen 
Davenport, said: “Dorset 
Wildlife Trust does not 
view this as a victory and 
is very sympathetic to 
farmers who suffer as a 
result of the devastating 
Bovine Tuberculosis 
(bTB) disease. 

“However scientific 
study has concluded that 
badger culling can make 
no meaningful contribu¬ 
tion to the control of bTB 
in cattle. 

“We believe that there 
are alternative ways to 
control the disease and 
we welcome Defra’s an¬ 
nouncements in relation 
to these measures.” 

A five-year badger vac¬ 
cination programme 
started last year began on 
selected DWT reserves, 
which will continue in 
2014 and beyond to 
demonstrate there are vi¬ 
able alternatives to 
culling. 

The trust is asking peo¬

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Members discuss tri-council partnership 


TALKS are to be held to see if it is feasible 
for a trio of local councils to set up a three- 
way joint staffing partnership. 

Weymouth and Portland already enjoys 
partnership working with West Dorset 
which has saved millions of pounds, but 
councillors have now approved talks being 
held to investigate bringing North Dorset 
District Council into the mix. 

Chairman Councillor Mike Goodman told 
a meeting of Weymouth and Portland’s 
management committee that the current 
dual partnership with West Dorset had 
achieved “major savings” but, while there 
would be potential for savings with North 
Dorset, they would not be so great. 

He added that North Dorset had already 
formally agreed to talks and it was now up 
to Weymouth and Portland and West Dorset 
to decide if they wanted to explore the op¬ 
tions and potential scale of any combined 
operations. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck backed members 
of the Joint Advisory Committee holding 
talks with North Dorset but said members 
should be kept informed of how they were 
going and there should be no recommenda¬ 
tion for a tri-partnership without a chance 
for “informed public comment”. 

Councillor Geoff Petherick said the 
bedrock of discussions had to be a financial 
appraisal and a risk assessment while Coun-

cillor Christine James said Weymouth and 
Portland already faced the threat of being 
“swallowed up” by West Dorset, so the bor¬ 
ough needed to make sure it “had a voice” 
in any discussions with North Dorset. 

Public views on whether they liked the 
idea of such a partnership would be impor¬ 
tant, said Councillor Ian Bruce, so council¬ 
lors needed an early report on what was to 
be discussed. 

Councillor Colin Huckle said finance, 
benefits and a greater voice with Dorset 
County Council and the Government were 
key issues and he added: “We need to be 
very confident that there will be something 
beneficial for us in this partnership and, if 
there isn’t, we should say no.” 

He was backed by Councillor Andy 
Blackwood who said: “My problem is that 
I am really struggling to see what the ben¬ 
efits are for Weymouth and Portland and I 
think it is quite significant that the initial 
approach for this came from North Dorset 
not us. 

“My worry is that once you start the 
process there becomes a presumption that 
you are going to find a way to make it 
work. I would hope that our representatives 
on JAC go into discussions with a healthy 


skepticism and that we won’t get involved 
with this unless we are convinced it will be 
beneficial for Weymouth and Portland.” 

Joint chief-executive David Clarke 
stressed members were only being asked to 
approve “exploratory talks”. 

He added: “We know we are facing fur¬ 
ther cuts in grants and it is going to get 
steeper. This is just one project. Let’s ex¬ 
plore a partnership with North Dorset. 

“There will be savings but it is also about 
co-operation. We need to explore if there 
are benefits from a partnership. Can three 
do better in sharing resources, in finance 
and in sharing IT? 

“I accept the part that no-one is convinced 
of anything yet. That’s why exploratory 
talks are being held. When we have some 
idea of what is on offer there could be a 
meeting of all three authorities. It is explo¬ 
ration which will come to a business case. 
It is collaborative rather than negotiation.” 

Mr Goodman said: “North Dorset wants 
to see if partnership working will work for 
them. We should hold talks but ask, what’s 
in it for us? I am very cynical about the ben¬ 
efits for us but we should talk.” 

The meeting then approved formal talks 
with joint management team meetings to be 
arranged to co-ordinate the partnership de¬ 
velopment and joint bid for “transformation 
challenge funding”.

POLICE have hailed the success of a community 
crackdown which has seen crime levels slashed in 
Weymouth’s worst area. 

Melcombe Regis, which includes everything from 
clubs and pubs to shops and residential area, has been 
the target of an initiative to reduce crime which has 
been led by police but in tandem with other agencies 
including community groups and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council. 

The area had the worst Dorset crime outside 
Bournemouth, but latest figures show overall Mel¬ 
combe Regis crime down 20 percent since 2010 while 
anti-social behavior is down 19 percent. 

Police are continuing to press home “robust patrols” 
in the Melcombe Regis, Nothe and Chapelhay areas 
while also supporting council-led moves to set up a 
taskforce to tackle crime in the area. 

Inspector Pete Browning of Weymouth and Portland 
Police said: “Our presence through Operation Cham¬ 
pion has cracked down on crime and reassured resi¬ 
dents in one go while enjoying particular success in 
reducing drug crime. 

“We have made significant arrests as well as seizing 
drugs and cash which has resulted in the disruption of 
drug supplies in to Weymouth and the break-up of a 
number of drug networks trying to move into the 
town. 

“We want the community to help us to continue to 
make them unwelcome by telling us about any suspi¬ 
cious strangers, activities or behavior in their area to 
help look after their community and help us to look 


after them.” 

He added that officers planned to build on this suc¬ 
cess and were continuing to work in partnership with 
colleagues as part of a multi-agency approach which 
includes Weymouth and Portland council, housing and 
the wider public sector. 

Inspector Browning said: “We have a shared overall 
objective to improve the lives of the residents and vis¬ 
itors of Weymouth and Portland. 

“The disruption of drug supply in to Weymouth and 
Portland is just one strand of the continued operation. 
I want to continue to build on this success to see a sus¬ 
tained reduction in crime whilst also focusing on some 
of the wider issues facing the town. 

The challenge for us, I think is going to be sustaining 
this decrease in crime. We remain committed to mak¬ 
ing Weymouth and Portland a safe place to live in. 

“We have community support and we hope everyone 
will pull together for aims we all share so residents 
and visitors alike so visitors and residents alike can 
enjoy what Weymouth has to offer in safety.” 

Inspector Browning urged members of the public 
with concerns, suspicions or any information about 
the misuse of drugs to contact Dorset Police on 101 
or the free and anonymous Crimestoppers line on

DORSET County Hospital has 
denied the ward where a patient 
dialled 999 to call for help was 
short-staffed at the time. 

Prostate cancer patient Peter 
Tizzard from Weymouth made 
the emergency call when his pain 
became intolerable and a drip at¬ 
tached to him overflowed. De¬ 
spite calling for help he says no 
one came to his aid and it was 


his wife Maureen, arriving for a 
visit at 8am, who was the first to 
hear his calls, rushing off to get 
help. 

But despite the incident the 
couple have nothing but praise 
for staff who they say seem to 
have too much work to do and 
are being “run ragged” by their 
workload. 

In a statement the hospital says 


there was “not an issue” with 
staffing on the Lulworth Ward 
that day. 

“The Matron and Ward Sister 
both met with Mr Tizzard and 
ensured he was able to contact 
them directly if he felt he was 
not being attended to promptly 
enough. 

“All patients have call bells if 
they require attention.”

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Safari tents cause of controversy at holiday park

A PLANNING applica¬ 
tion has been submitted 
to erect 28 large safari 
tents at Waterside Holi¬ 
day Park, Bowleaze 
Coveway, Weymouth. 

Some of the tents have 
already been erected 
without permission. 

The “retrospective” 
submission to Wey¬ 


mouth and Portland 
planning department 
said the tents would re¬ 
place 74 touring cara¬ 
van-mot orho me-tent 
pitches on the site. 

Waterside’s supporting 
statement indicates that 
“these tents are con¬ 
structed on a timber 
platform with a tubular 


steel frame to the tent. 
On this is suspended 
both a canvas outer skin 
and a polycotton inner 
skin and flysheet which 
are tensioned in the con¬ 
ventional manner with 
guy ropes. At the front 


of the tent is an open 
balcony area for casual 
relaxation.” 

Council planning de¬ 
partment case officer 
Chris Moscrop said: “I 
can confirm that we are 
in receipt of a full de¬ 


tailed planning applica¬ 
tion for the erection of 
28 safari tents for tourist 
use to replace 74 touring 
caravan-motorhome-tent 
pitches. 

“The proposal is par¬ 
tially retrospective and 
the application confirms 
that the tents are re¬ 
quired for holiday use 


between March 1st-Jan¬ 
uary 15th annually in 
lieu of the permitted 
touring site use but with 
the safari tents remain¬ 
ing in place for 12 
months of the year.” 

He added that the tents 
would cover more than 
60square metres, nearly 
640square feet each ex¬ 
cluding a covered deck¬ 
ing balcony next to the 
entrance while they 
would be 3.3metres or 
nearly 11 feet high from 
decking level to ridge. 

Waterside supports its 
application with a plan¬ 
ning and design state¬ 
ment, a heritage 
assessment, a landscape 
and visual impact as¬ 
sessment, a flood risk 
assessment, a tree report 
and arboricultural 
method statement. 

Their planning state¬ 
ment concludes: “In our 
submission this proposal 
has positive advantages 
over the existing use in 
landscape, economic 
and visual amenity 


grounds, is not within 
nor does it have any ef¬ 
fect on designations of 
national importance, of¬ 
fends no existing or 
emerging Local Plan 
policies and indeed pro¬ 
vides an interesting and 
worthwhile experiment 
with a ‘greener’ more vi¬ 
sually unobtrusive form 
of holiday park accom¬ 
modation.” 

But one resident said: 
“The development and 
expansion proposals of 
the holiday parks have 
been a contentious issue 
for many years. 

“The general feeling in 
Preston and Sutton 
Poyntz is ‘we’ve had 
enough’. People feel this 
latest effort is another 
case of expansion by 
stealth.” 

It comes seven years 
after a controversial ap¬ 
plication on the site for 
static caravans. The 
issue went to appeal and 
was lost, the planning 
inspector stating in his 
decision that the main 


issue was “the effect of 
the proposed change of 
use on the character and 
appearance of the appeal 
site and the surrounding 
area, especially the open 
countryside”. 

The site is very close 
to an Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty, a 
World Heritage site, the 
South West Coast Path 
and numerous public 
footpaths. 

The appeal planning 
inspector said he agreed 
with an earlier Seaview 
Holiday Park appeal in¬ 
spector's opinion that 
“an undesirable concen¬ 
tration (of static cara¬ 
vans) already exists in 
the area, and that the 
proposal would extend 
this incongruity further 
east”. 

He also ruled it was 
against Local Plan pol¬ 
icy and residents feel the 
current safari tent appli¬ 
cation is too. 

Planners could debate 
the application at their 
meeting on April 23rd.

Dry march follows a soggy February 


BELOW average March rainfall, above 
average sunshine and well above aver¬ 
age temperatures gave Weymouth a 
bit of respite from storms. 

Town weatherman Bob Poots said 
that the usual rainfall for March was 
nearly 62mm but this March Wey¬ 
mouth barely had 53mm, bringing the 
annual total to more than 378mm 
which is nearly 183mm above average. 

By contrast the town enjoyed over a 
third more sunshine than usual with 
nearly 176 hours with only three days 
when the sun failed to appear. 


There were no occurrences of air frost 
or snow, but ground frost was 
recorded five times and thunder and 
lightning were noted at a distance on 
the 28th. Hail was also recorded on the 
21st. 

Winds were light with the strongest 
gust of 34mph coming on the 21 st. 

All temperatures were well above the 
March average with maximum up 1.8 
degrees Celsius at 12.1 C, minimum up 
1.4C at 6.1 C, the average mean up 1.5C 
at 9C and the average sea temperature 
up 1.2Cat 9C.

Council back plans for 
cow shed extension... 

A FAMILY which has been farming in the Weymouth 
area since 1878 has been granted planning permission to 
construct a new agricultural building for their cows. 

Sam Foot told a meeting of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee that he was a fifth generation farmer 
in a family which had been farming in the borough for 
136 years. 

He added: “We are very committed to running a modem 
and efficient dairy farming business. This is a very well 
thought out project.” 

Mr Foot said they employed 25 people and did business 
with 200 local businesses. 

The family, which currently manages four herds totaling 
700 cows, plans to carry out the work in two phases. 

Members heard that the building would be near two 
Bronze Age round barrows which had been protected by 
what English Heritage described as “much improved” 
amended proposals for a slurry channel and cattle track. 

Vice-chairman Councillor Kevin Hodder urged col¬ 
leagues to approve the scheme and said: “It isn’t easy to 
expand and find space for a building of this size and I 
think the scheme has been well thought out.” 

Councillor Ian Bruce said that “we ought as a council 
to back people” while Councillor Sandy West said: “I 
think it is a good scheme. It is tough for farmers these 
days and I think we should grant this.” 

The committee then unanimously approved the scheme. 

...and new tearoom 

A NEW tea room will soon be operating in Weymouth 
after planners granted permission for a change of use to 
convert and extend a redundant cow shed and outbuild¬ 
ings. 

Approval for the site at Westbrook Farm in Church 
Street, Upwey, was given at a meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland planning committee. 

Members agreed that the project was an acceptable 
scheme “to ensure the long term use of heritage assets” 
and they approved it subject to conditions including Eng¬ 
lish Heritage comment, size, materials and drainage.

Who will be running who in proposed three-council partnership? 


IT’S a bit like buses, isn’t it? For years you 
get used to one council and then three come 
along. 

We’ve all had to cope with Weymouth and 
Portland being taken over by West Dorset in 
a so called “partnership” of working prac¬ 
tices with a council based in a town of 18,000 
people ludicrously holding the whip hand 
over a council in a town with 60,000 people. 

Now it appears that North Dorset could be 
joining the party to create a three-way ap¬ 
proach to providing key services. 

This must seriously concern Weymouth and 
Portland and particularly West Dorset since 
if Dorchester can somehow boss Weymouth 
then what chance does the county town stand 
of preventing Blandford - which only has a 
population of about 11,000 - becoming top 
dog in the partnership. 

And while we’re talking of tails wagging 
dogs, all three of them had better watch out 
if Purbeck joins the show to make a fourth 
council because I’ve heard that Coombe 
Keynes - population 79 - is a hot candidate 
to rule us all. 

The one thing this whole process has per¬ 
fectly illustrated is that the very last people 
you want in charge of a political situation are 
politicians. 


Just because Dorchester has historic county 
town status does not entitle West Dorset to 
lord it over Weymouth and Portland in the 
manner that it has. 

Now I’m absolutely positive that those in 
partnership power will say this is not the case 
and that it is an even handed partnership. 

Well, if that is the case, then the partnership 
is giving a brilliant impression that West 
Dorset is where the powerbase is. 

Not only has the partnership decimated 
Weymouth and Portland’s council structure 
but, of three hot favourites for relocated staff 
once North Quay is sold off, one is at the 
Mulberry Centre in Weymouth but the other 
two are at Crookhill Depot in Chickerell and 
South Walks House in Dorchester... .and 
they’re both in West Dorset. Weymouth may 
own the depot but the land is under West 
Dorset’s control. 

Even the shared services joint advisory 
committee - three West Dorset and three 
Weymouth and Portland councillors - is test¬ 
ing the water for “some decision making 
powers in respect of joint functions for the 
partnership”, notably “where both councils 
cannot reach initial agreement on service lev¬ 
els”. 

That approach is qualified by a promise that 


recommendations would go to Weymouth 
and Portland’s management committee and 
West Dorset’s executive committee, but it is 
still quite clear that God is on the side of the 
Big Guns backing partnership working 
which has its main roots in Dorchester not 
Weymouth. 

Finally there is the fact that this so called 
partnership is almost incredibly starting to af¬ 
fect some aspects of the official flow of in¬ 
formation coming out of its joint 
communications department. 

Only the other day I was sent a press re¬ 
lease whose key point was that Weymouth 
and Portland was now being taken on board 
a certain initiative. 

Common sense dictated that, if this was the 
case, then any quote provided should clearly 
come from a Weymouth and Portland 
spokesman since that was the new angle for 
the initiative, but it didn’t. The quote came 
from a West Dorset spokesman. 

There are many other niggles which pose 
serious questions such as the balance of the 
partnership. 

West Dorset staff ended up with the lion’s 
share of key positions during the shake-up 
for the partnership and West Dorset is cer¬ 
tainly central to much of the process of coun¬ 


cil transition in Weymouth and Portland 
where almost its entire planning depart¬ 
ment is now based in Dorchester. 

Again this will be denied by the part¬ 
nership, but I have been a local journal¬ 
ist for nearly 40 years, most of them in 
Weymouth and Portland, and my exten¬ 
sive contacts at councillor level, officer 
level, worker level and union level are 
not happy at a growing perception that 
they are increasingly dancing to West 
Dorset’s tune. 

At the end of the day this is a partner-

ship looking after an awful lot of lives 
and those people need to have confi¬ 
dence that their interests in their area are 
coming first and they are not playing 
poor relative to their neighbours. 

To stand up for Weymouth and Port¬ 
land requires councillors to take a 
tougher stance in defence of their terri¬ 
tory before they don’t have a territory to 
defend. Some tell me they are already 
doing this by speaking out in commit¬ 
tees to highlight their concerns.

DORSET has joined 
dozens of other counties 
across Britain to bang the 
drum for business as the 
economy strengthens 
after the severest eco¬ 
nomic slump of its kind 
in living memory. 

A delegation from the 
Dorset Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry 
(DCCI), representing 
700 members employing 
nearly 37,000 people, at¬ 
tended the British Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce 
annual conference in 
Fondon. 

The event at the Queen 
Elizabeth II Conferecne 
Centre, which generated 
national headlines as 
speakers clashed over 
points of view in front of 
200 business leaders, was 
entitled State of the Na¬ 
tional - Good to Great. 

Prominent businessmen 
and women, politicians 
and media figures de¬ 
bated issues from trade 
support and exports to 
skills and apprentice¬ 
ships. 

DCCI chief executive 
Ian Girling said: “The 
main feeling in the con¬ 
ference was that the 
economy is most defi¬ 
nitely on the up, with low 


inflation and rock-bot¬ 
tom interest rates en¬ 
abling members to plan 
ahead and invest. 

“There are, however, 
caveats. It was clear that 
companies need to up- 
skill staff, explore ex¬ 


ports in high-growth 
markets across the world, 
do more to create appren¬ 
ticeship places and forge 
strong links between 
schools and business for 
employability reasons. 

“Focusing on exports, 


we may have a great 
‘Made in Britain’ brand 
globally but the UK’s 
share of global exports 
fell from 4.4 per cent in 
2000 to just 2.6 per cent 
in 2012; the govern¬ 
ment’s target is £1 trillion 
by 2020. 

“The DCCI will sup¬ 


port any Dorset compa¬ 
nies which want to con¬ 
sider exports. Figures 
show that 120,000 busi¬ 
nesses nationally could 
export sustainably. 

“There was one huge 
vote of confidence from 
delegates in young peo¬ 
ple. Green cards - not red 


ones - were held up in re¬ 
sponse to a panel ques¬ 
tion about whether there 
is the right young talent 
in the UK to build the 
economy. 

“As business legend 
Theo Paphitis told the 
conference, we are look¬ 
ing for passion, drive, 
ambition and confidence 
in a new employee - we 
can teach them every¬ 
thing else. Delegates also 
voted in green to say that 
we're having a ‘good’ re¬ 
covery.”

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Police praised for its response in 
tackling domestic abuse in Dorset 


DORSET Police has been praised as one 
of the top eight forces for its overall re¬ 
sponse to tackling domestic abuse. 

A report by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate 
of Constabulary (HMIC) says that gener¬ 
ally Dorset Police provides a good service 
to victims of domestic abuse and helps to 
keep them safe. It found Dorset to have a 
well-developed and effective response to 
high risk victims, and its staff work well 
with partners in external agencies. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Lewis 
said: “We are pleased that HMIC has 
viewed the force’s ongoing work posi¬ 
tively, and that the public in Dorset can 
have confidence that we provide a good 
service to victims, although it must be 


stressed that we will not become compla¬ 
cent. 

“We have just successfully implemented 
the introduction of the Domestic Violence 
Disclosure Scheme (Clare’s Law) to 
Dorset which gives potential victims infor¬ 
mation about the history of their partner, 
so they can make an informed decision 
about the relationship. 

“It is another way for the police, partner 
agencies and our specialist domestic 
abuse services to work together in part¬ 
nership to provide support and improve 
outcomes for those affected by domestic 
abuse, and to prevent abuse occurring in 
the future.” 

The report made recommendations for 


the force to give frontline officers more 
training and to develop a more considered 
approach to include taking the victim’s 
view. It also proposed a review of how 
medium and standard risk perpetrators are 
managed so that it can reduce re-offend- 
ing and improve victim safety. 

Said Mr Lewis: “Dorset Police has seen 
a rise in the number of reported cases of 
domestic abuse in recent years and I be¬ 
lieve this is largely due to victims willing 
to report it to the police and take action 
against the perpetrator. 

“We have taken a number of steps to 
help support victims in reporting these 
crimes and we work in close partnership 
with other support agencies. We have a 


dedicated team of specially trained and ex¬ 
perienced officers and police staff to re¬ 
spond to and investigate domestic abuse 
and to provide the best possible support 
and protection to victims and their fami¬ 
lies. 

“All of our officers and staff are commit¬ 
ted to the safeguarding of victims and chil¬ 
dren. This remains a priority for Dorset 
Police and the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner. 

“I would urge anyone suffering domestic 
abuse to come forward and report it so that 
action can be taken to keep them safe.”

A NEW text reminder 
system at Dorset County 
Hospital is helping re¬ 
duce the number of 
missed appointments. 

The system was intro¬ 
duced as a way of tack¬ 
ling the 19,000 missed 
appointments at the 
Dorchester hospital 
every year - something 
which hospital bosses 
claims costs up to £3mil- 
lion in wasted time and 
resources. 

Patient access lead 
Anita Thomas said: "Pa¬ 
tient feedback has been 
very positive and we 
have certainly seen a re¬ 
duction in the number 
of missed appointments 
since rolling out the 
service. 

"Many patients call us 
after receiving the text 
to say they had forgot¬ 
ten about it and would 
like to change it, which 
means that we can offer 
their appointment to 
another patient. 

"For the moment some 


clinics are not part of the 
service due to the sensi¬ 
tive nature of the ap¬ 
pointment but we are 
looking at different ways 
of delivering the mes¬ 
sage so that they can be 
included in future. 

"All new appointment 
letters contain informa¬ 
tion on opting out of the 
system if people would 
rather not receive texts 
and there are posters in 
all outpatient areas and 
local GP surgeries ex¬ 
plaining the service and 
the opt out process. 

"It would be really 
helpful if patients could 
ensure they give us their 
up to date contact de¬ 
tails, including their mo¬ 
bile number, so we can 
keep in touch. 

"You can give us your 
details when you attend 
for an appointment, or 
call the number on your 
appointment letter be¬ 
forehand during normal 
office hours - 8.30am to 
5pm, Monday to Friday."

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Jim joins the judging panel 

An interview with horticulturalistJim Buttress, about the 
problems of staging a TV gardening competition - plus, 
find out what else needs doing in the garden this week.

JUST as Simon Cowell 
knows his music, AND 
Bake Off judge Paul Hol¬ 
lywood knows his cakes, so award-winning garden¬ 
ing legend Jim Buttress knows his onions. 

And his melons, aubergines, carrots, radish and run¬ 
ner beans. 

The plain-speaking horticulturalist, former Royal gar¬ 
dener and current RHS Britain in Bloom judge is now 
also judge in BBC2's new six-part series The Big Al¬ 
lotment Challenge, and he pulls no punches judging 
harvests produced by contestants on their made-for- 
TV allotments 

Filmed in a Victorian walled garden on the Maple- 
durham Estate in Oxfordshire, nine pairs of keen gar¬ 
deners have spent months planning, planting and 
nurturing. Given their own greenhouses, they were 
handed particular vegetables, fruit and flowers to 
grow, as well as facing a number of additional 
weekly challenges including flower arranging and 
chutney-making, judged by floral arrangement ex¬ 
pert Jonathan Moseley and preserves specialist 
Thane Price. 

The series, presented by Fern Britton, was filmed last 
year from early spring until late summer, when 
award-winning Buttress then judged the produce, 
from blemish-free radishes to perfect sweet peas. 
So how harsh was he with this judging? 

"I was once nicknamed Judge Dread but you don't

have to be hard, as long as 
you're fair and consistent 
in what you do," he insists. 
"You don't have to hurt people but you can 
tell them, 'This ain't good enough'. Just be fair, 
be honest and give people advice as to why 
they didn't win or they could have done bet¬ 
ter." 

Much of the advice he gives in this series is 
about the weather-related problems faced by 
competitors, because last spring was particu¬ 
larly cold. 

"Last year, March and April were awful. Light 
levels were appalling, we had a lot of cold 
weather and many people were 'caught cold'. 
Stuff was put out which wasn't hardy enough. 
The one thing you'll never beat is nature.Then 
Mr Pest and Mr Disease comes along. It hap¬ 
pens to everybody. They had to find a way 
around that. 

"The most difficult thing is the timing. People 
who grow stuff in the garden generally don't 
have a deadline. Each week we set them a 
task, whether vegetables or flowers, and if 
they didn't have them ready then they didn't 
have an exhibit. Luckily they'd grown twice as 
much as they needed to guarantee they had 
something." 

The subsequent hot weather in summer 
helped the growth catch up, but then it re¬ 
quired constant watering and some produce 
needed slowing down. 

The second strand of the competition, which 
is growing flowers, also put up its own prob¬ 
lems, Buttress says. 

"Thrift was a menace last year with gladioli. 
They get the mottling vein. When the judge is 
looking at the exhibit, whatever it is, it's the 
overall impression that matters. Is it free of 
blemish?That includes the root and the leaves 
and everything else. With the hot weather, 
stuff started to move much more quickly and 
required covering and protecting from the di¬ 
rect sun. They had the risk that sweet peas 
would flower too quickly." 

Some flowers weren't successful simply be¬ 
cause they need more time to establish, he re¬ 
flects, a factor which also limited the types of 
vegetables they could grow for the series. 
"Roses were a disaster. To get wonderful roses, 
you would have planted them two years ago. 
You couldn't put a rose in, however good a 
plant it was in the first place, and expect ex¬ 
hibitor-sized flowers in the first year. The first 
year, the rose is digging his feet into the 
ground, getting used to where he is and then 
the second and third year the flowers will be 
better. 

"That's why we cut out rhubarb and asparagus 
from the show, because we always tell people 
not to pick those in the first year." 

Away from the cameras and looking at other 
people's gardening, Buttress is busy with his 
own efforts - he will be building the Home- 
base - Time To Reflect garden with designer 
Adam Frost at the RHS Chelsea Flower Show, 
and he is also helping to produce a display in 
the pavilion to mark charity Perennial's 175th 
anniversary. 

Like all great gardeners, he admits he can't 
wait to get stuck in.

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Sweet Dorset 
Apple Cake 

Ingredients 

• 225g self-raising flour 

• 2 tsp ground cinnamon 

• 115g unsalted butter, diced and chilled, plus 
extra for greasing 

• 115g light brown sugar 

• 1 large egg, beaten 
•6-8tbsp milk 

• 225g Bramley or Granny Smith apples, 
peeled, cored and diced 

• lOOg sultanas 

• 2 tbsp demerara sugar (optional) 

Method 

1. Heat the oven to 180C/160C fan/ gas 4. 
Grease and line a deep 20cm cake tin with 
baking parchment. 

2. Mix the flour and cinnamon together in a 
large bowl. Add the butter and rub into the 
flour using your fingers, until it resembles fine 
breadcrumbs. Stir in the light brown sugar. 
Beat in the egg followed by 6 - 8 tbsp of milk - 
you want to achieve a smooth, thick batter. 

3. Add the apples and sultanas and mix to 
combine. Scrape the batter into your prepared 
tin and gently level out. Sprinkle over the 
demerara sugar and bake in the oven for 
30-40 minutes or until golden and a skewer 
inserted into the middle comes out clean. 

4. Allow to cool in the tin for 15 minutes and 
then carefully turn out onto a wire rack to cool 
further. Best served still warm with a little 
custard.

Takes: 25-35 minutes 

Ingredients 

• 225g self-raising flour, preferably organic 

• !4 tsp salt 

• 50g slightly salted butter, chilled, cut in small 
pieces 

• 25g golden caster sugar 

• 125ml buttermilk 

• 4 tbsp full-fat milk 

• A little extra flour for dusting 

• Strawberry jam and clotted cream, to serve 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 220C/gas 7/fan 200C and 
lightly butter a baking sheet (unless you're using 
a non-stick sheet).Tip the flour into a mixing bowl 
with the salt. Shoot in the butter, then rub to¬ 
gether with your fingers to make a reasonably 
fine crumbed mixture, lifting to aerate the mix¬ 
ture as you go. Try not to overrub, as the mixture 
will be lighter if it's a little bit flaky. Now stir in the 
sugar. 

2 . Measure the buttermilk, then mix in the milkto 
slacken it. Make a bit of a well in the middle of the 
flour mixture with a round-bladed knife, then 
pour in most of this buttermilk mixture, holding 
a little bit back in case it's not needed. Using the 
knife, gently work the mixture together until it 
forms a soft, almost sticky, dough. Work in any 
loose dry bits of mixture with the rest of the but¬ 
termilk. Don't overwork at this point or you will 
toughen the dough. 

3. Lift the ball of soft dough out of the bowl and 
put it on to a very lightly floured surface. Knead 
the mixture just 3-4 times to get rid of the cracks. 

4. Pat the dough gently with your hands to a 
thickness of no less than 2cm and no more than 
2.5cm. Dip a 5.5cm round fluted cutter into a bowl 
of flour - this helps to stop the dough sticking to 
it, then cut out the scones by pushing down 
quickly and firmly on the cutter with the palm of 
your hand - don't twist it.You will hear the dough 
give a big sigh as the cutter goes in. Gather the 
trimmings lightly then pat and cut out a couple 
more scones. 

5. Place on the baking sheet and sift over a light 
dusting of flour or glaze if you wish. Bake for 10- 
12 minutes until risen and golden. Cool on a wire 
rack, uncovered if you prefer crisp tops, or cov¬ 
ered loosely with a cloth for soft ones. 

6. Serve with strawberry jam and a generous 
mound of clotted cream.

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The All New Bmw M4 Convertible 



▲ The new BMW M4 Convertible 

HOT on the heels of the latest BMW M3 Saloon 
and M4 Coupe, both of which were revealed at 
Detroit at the start of the year, details of the M4 
Convertible are now released, the fifth-gener¬ 
ation high-performance open-top car of its 
kind from the company's M division. 

Powered by the same 431 hp in-line six-cylin¬ 
der engine as the M3 Saloon and M4 Coupe, 
the Convertible offers the option of a six-speed 
manual or seven-speed M Double Clutch trans¬ 
mission. The M4 Convertible exhibits all the 
hallmarks of a car created by BMW's high-per¬ 
formance specialists - lightweight engineer¬ 
ing, carefully honed aerodynamics, advanced 
race-derived chassis tuning and electronic 
driver assistance technologies and a sporty el¬ 
egant profile, open or closed. 


The heart of the M4 Convertible: a high- 
performance TwinPower Turbo engine 

The BMW M4 Convertible derives its fire¬ 
power from a high-revving six-cylinder Twin- 
Power Turbo engine which benefits from 
technologies developed on the race track.This 
2,979cc in-line six-cylinder powerhouse, devel¬ 
oped by BMW M, features two mono-scroll tur¬ 
bochargers, high-precision direct injection, 
VALVETRONIC fully variable valve timing and 
Double-VANOS variable camshaft control.This 
technical prowess allows the M4 Convertible 
to switch seamlessly from an undemanding 
everyday road car to one which feels totally at 
home on the race track. 

Huge reserves of torque peaking at 550Nm 
are available from just 1,850rpm - exactly the 


point at which maximum power of 431 hp is at¬ 
tained.This is then maintained until 7,300rpm. 
Maximum engine revolutions are 7,600rpm. All 
of this means the M4 Convertible delivers a 
seemingly never-ending surge from little more 
than engine tickover to the electronically re¬ 
stricted top speed of 155mph. The zero to 
62mph sprint is achieved in 4.6 seconds with 
the six-speed manual gearbox, or 4.4 seconds 
with the seven-speed M Double Clutch Trans¬ 
mission. 

Such impressive performance calls for ad¬ 
vanced, race-derived technologies, including 
special cooling systems. An indirect intercooler 
maximises charge pressure and engine output, 
while the main radiator is supplemented by 
other coolers located in the sides of the engine 
bay for the high and low-temperature water 
circuits as well as for the engine and transmis¬ 
sion oil (with the M DCT gearbox). An addi¬ 
tional electric coolant pump helps to cool the 
turbocharger bearing mounts when the car 
comes to rest. 

The lightweight magnesium sump has a spe¬ 
cial cover to minimise the movement of oil dur¬ 
ing high-G cornering, and an additional pump 
and sophisticated oil return system maintain 
stable oil circulation under hard acceleration 
and braking. 

The iconic quad exhaust system contains 
electronically controlled flaps which minimise 
back-pressure and ensure that the M4 Convert¬ 
ible has an unmistakable BMW M sound. 

The £2,645 optional seven-speed M Double 
Clutch Transmission effectively combines two 
gearboxes, each with its own clutch. Shifts are 


therefore completed with no interference to 
the power delivery, enhancing both perform¬ 
ance and efficiency. Gear shifting can be fully 
automatic or via the selector lever or steering 
column-mounted paddles. Drivelogic allows 
the driver to choose more sporting or more 
comfort-oriented shifting programmes while 
in automatic mode, and the seven-speed M 
DCT transmission also incorporates Launch 
Control to ensure the fastest-possible acceler¬ 
ation from standstill. 

Lightweight engineering aids perform¬ 
ance, agility and efficiency 

BMW's M cars do not achieve their excep¬ 
tional performance simply through brute 
power. Advanced weight-saving technologies 
and carefully honed aerodynamics also play a 


major part while assisting agility and efficiency. 

The M4 Convertible is around 60kg lighter 
than the outgoing M3 Convertible, despite 
being more lavishly equipped. A low kerb 
weight of 1,750kg, has been achieved through 
extensive use of aluminium for the bonnet, 
front wings and many of the chassis compo¬ 
nents, while carbon-fibre reinforced plastic 
(CFRP) is used for the propeller shaft and strut 
brace in the engine compartment. CFRP is light 
but extremely strong: the single-piece pro¬ 
peller shaft is 40 percent lighter than the steel 
one in the M3 Convertible, reducing rotating 
masses and improving powertrain response. 
The engine compartment strut brace weighs 
just 1.5kg, yet aids more superior body control 
than with an aluminium strut.

Fleet/Lease And P/X 
Values At All-Time High 


BCA's latest Pulse report shows that the 
headline average value increased in 
March, rising by £57 compared to Febru¬ 
ary to record the highest monthly value 
this year and the third highest on record. 

There were sizeable value rises to record 
levels in the fleet & lease and dealer sec¬ 
tors, while nearly-new values improved for 
the first time this year. 

BCA's data shows that average values 
improved in March by £57 (0.7%) to 
£7,387, compared to the previous month. 
Average performance against CAP Clean 
fell by half a point to 98.36%. Year-on-year, 
March 2014 was ahead by £387 or 5.5%, 
with average age up by a month at 62 
months and average mileage falling 
slightly at just over 56,000. CAP Clean per¬ 
formance was up on a year ago by half a 
point. 

Simon Henstock, BCA's UK Operations 
Director commented "Despite volumes re¬ 
maining significantly higherthan we have 
seen in recent months, demand was very 
strong across the range of stock on offer 
atBCAin March. We saw greater volumes 
from dealer part-exchange sources and a 
small increase in fleet/lease volumes. This 
shift in the model mix meant the headline 
figure could have been even higher as the 
individual product sectors saw quite sig¬ 
nificant value uplifts." 

He continued "As we said last month, 
used car demand remains very strong, 
particularly for retail quality vehicles. But 
as Easter approaches, the market is show¬ 


ing early signs of softening and, with the 
March new registration figures being the 
highest in a decade, this will generate 
more volume into the used car arena. If 
supply starts to outstrip demand, there 
will inevitably be some downward pres¬ 
sure on average values, particularly for less 
attractive or poorly presented vehicles." 

He added "Sellers should keep close to 
the market and work with their remarket¬ 
ing partner to ensure their vehicles are 
sensibly appraised and realistically valued 
to sell first time." 

Fleet & lease cars averaged £9,572 in 
March, a rise of £381 or 4.1% compared to 
February, and a new high point for the 
sector. Values were up by a significant 
£838 (9.5%) year on year. CAP perform¬ 
ance fell marginally over the month to 
98.49% but was ahead year-on-year. Re¬ 
tained value against original MRP (Manu¬ 
facturers Retail Price) was up by nearly a 
point at 43.81% compared to February 
and was up by 1.3 points, year-on-year. 

Average dealer part-exchange values 
also rose to record levels, climbing by 
£109 (2.8%) to £3,906 in March. Year-on- 
year, values were ahead by £340 (9.5%) 
compared to March 2013 with average 
age rising and mileage falling over the 
year. CAP performance fell back over the 
month to 96.54% in March, but was up by 
nearly a point compared to March 2013. 
Compared to March 2012, values have 
risen by £1,003 - a substantial 34.5% rise 
over the 24 month period.
